TO ARRIVE AT COURTS

The Germantown Cricket Ciub pre-
sented oo picturesque appearance. The
center courts were as smooth as velvet,
aud the white chalk lines and tape on
the top of the net contrasted sharply
with the light green of the turf,

around the bottom of tlhe stands, and
harmoniged nicely with the grass. 'The
spectators were slow in arriving, and
fifteen minutes before the tournament
started there were not more than u
dozen in the huge stands, and most of
these were ball boys and ushers.

A number of the spectators, however
suuntered nround the club grounds mui
took n look at the side courts. There
are sixteen of these, and each one 1
tugged with the names of the pluyers
who will contest on that turf.
Before the start of play the offi-
clali . outnumbered the spectators by
about twenty to one, and every one
of the officlals was busy with the va-
rious detuils of the tournament.
